WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—(AP)—A sharp increase in 
postal rates, boosting the charge of first-class, out-of-town 
letters from three cents to four, and larger excises on so- 
called luxuries—including liquor, cigarets, candy and pop— 
were proposed today by the congressional advisory staff of 


taxation. 

Estimated to yield $1,580,204,. 
000 in new revenue, the program 
would place a one-cent tax on bot- 
tled soft drinks, and raise the fed- 
eral gasoline tax from 1.5 cents to 
2 cents a gallon. 

Representative Knutson, Repub- 
lican, Minnesota, leading Republi- 
can member of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, said there 
was a good chance the proposals 
would be adopted. 

The program proposes for the 
first time to levy excises against 
soft drinks, candy, chewing gum 
and pari-mutuel wagers. 

The tax on liquor would be 
raised from $6 to $8 a gallon, the 
cigaret levy would go from $3.50 
per thousand to $4 per thousand 
and larger levies would be impos-

Ball Attacks Peace 
Measure as ‘Vague 


By HOWARD FLIEGER. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—(AP)—A solemn senate opened 
a postwar policy debate today and met immediate demands 
that the United States pledge itself to join in an interna- 
tional military force to prevent future wars. 


Without such a pledge, declared Senaor Ball, Republican, 
Minnesota, “the odds are against preventing World War III.” 


Ball, urging a military force 
amendment to the broad-termed 
policy resolution presented by the 
foreign relations committee, de- 
clared there is a “studied attempt 
to rush thiss resolution through 
the senate without any full at- 
tempt to explore by debate its 
implications or meanings.” 

“Why, after months of delay, 
this sudden haste?” he asked the 
crowded senate. 

Earlier Chairman Connally, 
Democrat, Texas, of the foreign 
relations committee, snapped: 
“I’m not here to be heckled” 
when Senator Pepper, Democrat, 
Florida, questioned the specific 
meaning of general terms in the 
committee resolution. 


The Pledge. 


This measure pledges the Unit- 
ed States to join “with free and 
sovereign nations in the establish- 
ment and maintenance of inter- 
national authority with power to 
prevent aggression and to pre- 
serve the peace of the world.” 

Pepper asked whether the ref- 
erence to “free and sovereign” na- 
tions would admit France to our 
postwar plans. 

“Anybody knows that when 
France becomes a free and sov- 
ereign nation she will be eligible,” 
Connally réplied. 

Pepper asked if that meant that 
no plans embracing France would 
be made now? 

“Would you want to admit 
France now?” snapped Connally, 
“under the leadership of Laval 
with Hitler’s bayonets sticking in 
his ribs?” 

Ball Attacks Measure. 

Ball took the floor after Con- 
nally—joined by Senators Van- 
denberg, Republican, Michigan, 
and Gillette, Democrat, Iowa—ar- 
gued for adoption of the commit- 
tee’s resolution. Gillette caution- 
ed the senate against “quibbling 
over words and jeopardizing the 
very thing we are trying to do.” 

“If the purpose in seeking 
speedy action,” countered Ball, “‘is 
to deliberately keep the senate’s 
position so vague and general as 
to leave every individual member 
free in his own conscience to ad- 
vocate, support or oppose what- 
ever interpretation might suit 
him in the future, while at the 
same time conveying to the Amer- 
ican people and our Allies the 
impression that a strong and clear 
position has been taken, then I 
submit that such a procedure con- 
tains far greater danger to the 
security of the United States and 
the future peace of the world than 
could possibly arise from the most 
acrimonious kind of debate in the 
senate.” 

“Basic Decision.” 

Ball said the senate should de- 
cide that nations, free to govern 
themselves internally, be “limited 
in their international acts by a 
few common rules which all have 
accepted and agreed to help en- 
force.” 

“If we make that basic de- 
cision,” he said, “then we and 
the world stand some chance of 
preventing any great world war. 
If we fail to make it, the odds are 
against preventing World War 
III.” 

As the senate closed its first day 
debate Senator Willis, Republi- 
can. Indiana, offered an amend- 
ment stipulating that a two- 
thirds vote of the senate would 
be necessary to ratify any com- 
mitments made by this govern- 
ment under the resolution. 

Fighty senators were at their 
desks when the postwar debate 
opened shortly after noon. They 
heard Senator Vandenberg warn 
against attempting to draw a 
blueprint now to cover the 
world’s uncertain future. 

“Withhold Blueprints.” 

The Michigan senator, taking 
the floor to join Chairman Con- 
nally, Democrat, Texas, of the 
foreign relations committee, in 
support of the resolution, told his 
colleagues: 

“Here and now we assert our 
faith and purpose to dedicate the 
United States to lasting world 
peace. 

“But we withhold our blue- 
prints until we are at grips with 
the realities of tomorrow and the 
disclosure of intentions of oth- 
ers.” 

The resolution pledges the 
United States to join “with free 
and sovereign nations in the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of in- 
ternational authority with power 
to prevent aggression and to pre- 
serve the peace of the world.” 

Pepper Offers Amendment. 

Vandenberg spoke after Sena- 
tor Pepper, Democrat, Florida, 
offered an amendment’ which 
would authorize the United Na- 
tions to set up a world organiza- 
tion empowered to use military 
force to suppress aggression. 

“The important thing,” said the 
Florida senator, “is not what the 
senate does now, but whether the 
senate is willing tu tell the world 
that we will not again forsake our 
allies and destroy the hope of 


mankind.”

Asked if it meant an Army holi- 
day, one soldier repled, “Why, no, 
I go right back to work this after- 
noon. But this is just as much de- 
tail duty as we have at the base. 
I guess our buddies over there 
need more of this than we do a 
few hours of sleep or overtime.” 

Sporting a card and a bronze 
lapel button, Private Joseph Ca- 
ruso, of New York city, said he 
took it all in—the recovery room, 
too.

Why All the Delay? 

Indicatiens that striking coal miners in 
Alabama, Arkansas and Kentucky will return 
to the pits, ending their unauthorized strikes, 
come at a time when stoppage of work is near- 
ing serious setback to our war effort. It is to be 
hoped all the strikers will heed the advice of 
their union leaders and end the unpatriotic 
walkouts. 

There can be no term applied to such work 
stoppage, in time of war, other than that of 
unpatriotic sabotage. For lack of coal means 
lack of steel which, in turn, means that the 
ships and the materiel of war which our fight- 
ing forces must have, cannot be made. A 
strike in the coal fields is a direct achievement 
for Hftler and Goebbels, no matter what 
excuses or arguments the striking miners may 
present. 

Nevertheless, there can be no doubt that 
the War Labor Board has been unreasonably 
slow in reaching a decision on the mine pay 
problem. That board has had the issue be- 
fore it since before the strikes of last spring. 
No conclusive decision has yet been advanced. 
Surely any group sincerely seeking fair set- 
tlement of any such issue could make its re- 
port in far less time than the months which 
have passed since the mine pay problem was 
first referred to the WLB. 

It is almost an historic rule of the miners 
that, without wage contract, they will not 
work. They have, however, voided that rule, 
now, for many months, continuing to work 
while the WLB sought an agreement which 
could be accepted by both miner and mine 
operators. 

If there is further labor trouble in the coal 
fields, the WLB must share the responsibility 
with the miners for any break in production. 
For it is long past the time when a wage 
agreement should have been worked out by 
the board.

Butter Sixteen to One 

War Food Administration officials have 
announced that military and other govern- 
ment purchasing agencies have arranged to 
get out and stay out of the butter market 
until next March to permit the entire produc- 
tion of the nation to move into civilian con- 
sumption channels. However, this will result 
in little increase over the present in civilian 
purchases unless the sixteen ration points to 
one pound of butter is materially reduced. It is 
not the price in money, or the scarcity, that is 
worrying housewivés just now and forcing 
them to the use of margarine, it is that entire 
week’s strip from the meat, fats and cheese 
book. 

Even in Wisconsin, the greatest milk, butter 
and cheese state of the nation, oleomargerine 
is viewed as a threat to the state’s greatest 
product. The State Department of Agri- 
culture reported that fifty-one licenses to 
deal in oleomargarine had been issued since 
the sixteen-to-one butter ration went into 
effect, with a total of 123 licenses issued since 
last January. 

The increase in use of oleomargarine in this 
former all-butter state is emphasized when it 
is recalled that in 1935 the state legislature 
boosted the oleo tax from six cents to fifteen 
cents a pound, and forced manufacturers to 
take out a $1,000 annual license; wholesalers 
must pay $500 for a license, and retailers $25. 

War Food Administration officials say the 
sixteen-to-one point ration value was set prin- 
cipally to cut down butter consumption in 
areas closest to production. However, though 
the entire production from now to March Is 
for civilians there has been no notice of a 
reduction in the ration points.

THIS IS AN AMERICAN PATTERN 
(From The Brunswick News.) 

Recent legislation in the state and in con. 
gress affecting labor unions has been much of 
it unwise and some of it animated by sheer 
malice against workers’ organizations, but to say 
that it is “Fascism come to America” is either 
stupid or irresponsible. 

As general counsel of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, Joseph Padway ought to have 
either more intelligence or a greater sense of 
obligation to tell labor union memberg the truth 
than he displayed in addressing the federation’s 
convention at Boston, says the Courier-Journal of 
Louisville, Ky. 

Mr. Padway ought to know and he ought to 
tell the AFL for its own good that what he has 
seen in the past year or so is not “the pattern 
of Fascists in Europe” transplanted, as he alleges, 
to our soil. What Mr. Padway has seen is a 
traditional American pattern beginning to be 
worked out. The American people have histori- 
cally opposed great or monopolitisc power in 
private hands unregulated. When the regulatory 
legislation which will stand as a monument to 
the New Deal was being enacted in 1933 and 
the years thereafter, many in industry and 
finance cried, “Communism!”

More than enough 
Democrats will be prepared,to go along with them to insure defeat 
of the Treasury program. 

As a matter of fact, many of the leading tax experts in congress 
are of the opinion that the question of the necessity for further tax 
increases, over and above present levies, is entirely academic. 


MORE THAN ONE-THIRD Already, it is pointed out, the 


federal government is collecting 
between 38 and 40 billion dollars a year in tax revenue. When the 
11 billion or so collected by the state, county and municipal govern- 
ments is added to this, the total tax bill of the American people 
amounts to more than one-third of the estimated 140 billion dollars 
at which the national income is now running: 

Such authorities as Senator Walter F. George, chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, insist that this is about as much as the 
traffic can bear, if we are to preserve the present scope of our 
national economy. 

Instead of trying to pay off ton much of the war debt as we go 
along, we might easily spread it over a longer period of time. 
That would enable everybody to lay up a greater amount of savings 
during the current prosperous times as a cushion for the evil days 
that may come with postwar adjustment.

ONE WORD MORE 


By RALPH McGILL. 
COTTON PICKER Dwuwing those recent weeks when. volum 


teers were out assisting in the picking of 
Georgia's cotton crop, I straightened up to rest my weary back and 
wondered about the Rust brothers over in Memphis. 

The next day I wrote a letter to a friend on the Memphis 
Commercial Appeal. It asked that a reporter 
find the Rust brothers and ask them about 
their cotton-picking machine. : 

The Rust brothers were hard to find. 

Mack Rust was off in Arizona with some of 
the machines, picking cotton in that state where 
every year more and more cotton is planted. 

John Rust was down on the Mississippi delta, 
running more machines on one of the largest 
cotton plantations in that lush region. 

At last John Rust came back to Memphis 
for a weekend. The Commercial Appeal got 
him. He said, in part: 

“Plans have been prepared for a new model 
designed to be more efficient and practically 
fool-proof. While we are hampered with pri- 
orities ... plans are being made for producing 
the new model as soon as the war is over... 
if the war continues much longer, we will, if 

possible, begin production before it ends ... if the war is not over 
soon, the labor shortage will continue to grow more acute.” 

The first machine was produced in 1931. Economists moaned 
and planters threw up their hands. Millions were unemployed. 
If the Rust machine proved successful at least 2,000,000 more per- 
sons would have to find other employment. It was not popular to 
produce such a machine in 1931. 

The present machine picks cotton. There are 20 of them at 
work. It picks no*more trash than do the vast numbers of pro- 
fessional “hands” that move quickly through the field. Its chief 
problem is taking in too much green leaf. The Rust brothers have 
figured out a way to prevent that. 


THE 20 MACHINES 
Appeal! reporter. 


The Russians bought two of them. They were sent to the 
Turkestan cotton area in Russia. Russia already is independent of 
cotton imports in peacetime. 

The Argentine cotton board bought one for experiment and use 
in the vast Chaco cotton region. 

Two are in use, and doing a satisfactory job, in Australia. 

The others are at work in Arizona and Mississippi. 

In quotes is a statement from Oscar Johnson, planter at Scott, 
Miss., and president of the National Cotton Council: 

“The machine gathered practically all open cotton, leaving on 
the stalk, or dropping between the rows, a negligible quantity, 
probably not more than 1 per cent.” 

Planters on the great cotton plantations long have been using 
two and four-row cotton planters attached to tractors. When de 
linted seed are used with hill-drop planters, cotton can be planted 
in the proper spacing for growth and will require no thinning. 

In the delta they already are testing the flame thrower in- 
vented for cotton farmers by the Army. It kills off grass. The 
delinted seeds also are chemically treated and all plant disease and 
insect infestation which might be in the seed are killed. 

All this adds up, John Rust says, to this: 

. Be means for completely mechanized cotton production are at 
and. 

They await only the end of the war. With it will come the new 
machine by the Rust brothers, “practically fool-proof,” and im- 
proved mechanized methods in all other departments. 

What of it? 


IMPACT ON GEORGIA Well, it means that within the next 
7 10 years, perhaps within the next 
five, the “patch” cotton farmer in Georgia, with 15 and 20 acres: 
with 40 and 75 acres, in cotton, is going to be out of the picture. 

He will not be able to compete with the cotton produced in the 
regions where completely mechanized methods of cotton production 
are at work. 

Farmers already have learned they cannot pay the price de 
manded by cotton pickers and still “come out.” They paid $1 per 
100 pounds and then went to $1.50 and, in some places, to $2 per 
100 pounds. 

Labor still was scarce. It is impossible to believe that cotton 
Jabor will come hack to the fields from industrial regions. 

So, when the cotton men in the delta and in Turkestan and 
Arizona and Australia say that the Rust brothers’ machine will 
prove as revolutionary as Whitney's invention of the cotton gin 
(an invention which determined the south’s course in politics and 
the national economy), they likely are correct. 

Georgia's experiment stations are at work. Thoughtful farmers 
at work. There will be changes and new demands. 

Many small farmers, discouraged by lack of labor and the end. 
less red tape, are thinking about selling out. If the cotton-picking 
machine works its revolution, there will be hundreds of farmers 
In every state who will be forced out. South Georgia's great cotton 
plantations can stay in competition. 

But something must be planned for the hundreds and hundreds 
of “patch” farmers in Georgia, Tennessee, Alabama and other 
states where the land and the size of the cotton acreages won't 
permit the mechanical methods to apply.

America was built upon a dream. The dream has never come 
true, for its fulfillment depended on the will of the people and 
the people often forgot, but it lives in the hearts of many and 
nothing can wholly destrov it. 

The first to reach America were dreamers. They came in hope 
of freedom and found it, yet promptly denied it to others. 

So it has been all the way. The people dream of liberty. 
fraternity and equality—of equal justice and opportunity—but they 
forget when good fortune lifts them above the crowd. 

Selfishness and greed have often blinded the people: and when 
they lost their vision, the dream seemed idealistic and foolish. 

When the people saw that wealth brought the honors and privi- 
leges once possessed only by nobility, they began to dream only 
of what they called success. The rich became an “upper class” 
and were conceded spécial privileges by all who hoped to become 
rich. 

Often the people lost faith in their dream and went back te 
the old short cut of using force. 

They even attempted by force to prevent progress, as when the 
owners of stage coach lines demanded laws to handicap railroads, 
and the owners of buggies and wagons demanded laws to hinder 
automobiles, and railroad operators demanded laws to stop the 
competition of trucks. 

Often they have depended on force as a substitute for economie 
law. In a world where millions are always close to famine, they 
have destroyed crops, poured milk in the highway and limited pro- 
duction of necessities to create an artificial sca-city—trying to 
make themselves richer by making everybody poorer. 

Worst of all, the safe and prosperous have often betraved free 
dom by looking upon tyranny or injustice with indifference because 
it did not affect them personally and directly, forgetting that no 
man can be sure of freedom or justice where one man can be 
enslaved or wronged. 

And yet, though the privileged and the powerful, being secure 
and content with their own good fortune, forsake the cause of the 
people, the dream lives on in generous hearts and is treasured by 
men of good will. It is the hope of universal brotherhood, and 
nothing less can make men finally secure and free.

Meanwhile at New York, the 
Bituminous Coal Institute said 
the United States now has one of 
the greatest coal stockpiles in his- 
tory — approximately 100,000,000 
tons—and said the industry was 
prepared to meet additional pro- 
duction goals in 1944. 

In reply to gloomy Washington 
reports of looming coal shortages, 
the institute said the visible Unit- 
ed States stockpile totals 75,000,- 
000 tons. In addition there is an 
estimated 10,000,000-ton “floating” 
stockpile (in transit), and at least 
15,000,000 tons in the invisible 
stockpile stored away in Ameri- 
can basements. 

The bulk of those staying away 
from the mines continued to be in 
Alabama, where the estimate was 
19,000 idle. Kentucky and Indiana 
followed with 7,500 and 7,000, re- 
spectively, while there were lesser 
numbers elsewhere in the coal 
mining regions. The big coal state 
of Pennsylvania was relatively 
free of stoppages.

“IT will crock Sir Harry’s head,” 
he quoted De Marigny. 

“I told him he shouldn’t make 
such remarks about his father-in- 
law.” 

Dr. Sayad testified that the re- 
mark was made in anger, and 
said on cross-examination that De 
Marigny spoke after Sir Harry 
“told him to get out of the room 
next to Nancy’s at the hospital, or 
he would kick him out.” 

Nancy was upset by the family 
strife, the physician added.

Describing the miscroscopic ex- 
amination of the hairs on De Ma- 
ringy’s body, Melchen said:

“He then said maybe he burned 
the hairs at an open fire at his 
chicken farm where water was 
heated for scalding chickens, or 
maybe it was when he had a singe 
by a barber three haircuts back.” 

At De Marigny’s home where a 
search was made for the shirt, 
Melchen said, the defendant of- 
fered another explantion. 

“He said, ‘Here is how I may 
have burned my arms,’ and he 
lighted one of the Hurricane 
lamps in the house, moving his 
arm over the cabinet to show how 
it might have happened,” Melchen 
continued. 

Previous witnesses who attend- 
ed a dinner party at De Marigny’s 
home the night of the slaying re- 
called seeing him light the lamps 
and complain that he burned him- 
self.

War Problems 


Plans for a more equitable dis- 
tribution of the limited supply of 
civilian goods will be mapped 
from reports made here today 
and tomorrow by representatives 
of business firms of the southeast 
to personnel groups of govern- 
ment war agencies. 

Interviews, lasting 15 minutes 
each, with Ray C. Neal, of Wash- 
ington, chief of retail and wWhole- 
sale division of the Office of Ci- 
villian Requirements, were granted 
more than 20 Atlanta  business- 
men yesterday. The Atlantans 
aired’ problems arising in their 
particular fields and represented 
lumber, hardware, retail depart- 
ment, paper, restaurant and elec- 
trical supply firms. 

At the same time a delegation 
of representatives from  Bruns- 
wick met with T. Walter Hughes, 
district manager of the Food Dis- 
tribution Administration, to re- 
port on problems of food distri- 
bution in that area and offer sug- 
gestions for revising present reg- 
ulations. 

Reports on black-market activ- 
ities in Charleston, S. C., were 
made by representatives from that 
area in a conference with Fran- 
cis Kamper, of the regional Of- 
fice of Price Administration. 

The interviews, sponsored by 
the OPA, War Production Board, 
Food Distribution Administration 
and Office of Civilian Require-

ys Six-Stuka Formation 


By DANIEL DE LUCE, 

AN ADVANCED ALLIED AIR 
BASE IN ITALY, Oct. 21.—(De- 
layed)—(#)—An entire formation 
of six German Stukas en route to 
bomb Partisan forces in Yugoslavia 
was destroyed today by a squadron 
of U. S. fighter bombers led by 
Lieutenant William P. Benedict, 
of San Quentin, Cal. 

The destruction of six JU-88s’ 
was announced October 22 in an 
Allied communique. 

Benedict’s flight of 10 P-40’s 
surprised the Stukas, carrying six 
wing bombs apiece, off the Yugo- 
slav coast near the port of Sibenik. 

The German planes were flying 
low. The P-40’s were at the 2,000- 
foot level. Benedict, without jetti- 
soning his own wing bombs or 
cumbersome belly tank, signalled 


his squadron to attack. His men 
followed him with similar extra 
equipment. 

Benedict, with one swift burst 
from his machineguns, became the 
first Allied fighter pilot to shoot 
down a German plane in Yugo- 
Slavia since the Balkan campaign 
in April, 1941. 

After Benedict’s victim fell, the 
other Stukas scattered and the 
Americans gave chase. 

Lieutenant Robert Schuren, Ge- 
now, Wis., after participating in 
the destruction of one Stuka with 
Lieutenant Cortlandt Macoy Jr., 
Monroe, La., ran out of ammuni- 
tion and tried unsuccessfully to 
bomb a second Stuka with his 
wing bombs. 

Lieutenant Warren L. Shaw, 
Hodgenville, Ky., downed a Stuka. 


Japs ‘Learn,’ 
Adopt U.S. 


Flyi ti 
ying Tactics 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—(4)— 
The Marines’ No. 2 aerial killer 
of Japanese fliers said today the 
Nipponese enemy is learning com- 
bat tactics from his American op- 
ponents. 

First Lieutenant Kenneth A. 
Walsh, just back from fighting in 
the Solomons, where he shot down 
20 Japanese planes and probably 
destroyed four others, told of his 
experiences at a press conference. 

Walsh, although only 28 years 
old, has been in the Marines al- 
most 10 years. He ranks second 
only to Major Joe Foss in the 
record of enemy planes downed, 
Foss’ score being 26. 

Here are some of Walsh’s ob- 
servations: 

The Japanese pilot is “wising 
up,” abandoning stunt flying as 
an individual and adopting the 
aerial team tactics used by Amer- 
ican fliers. 

It’s the plane you don’t see that 
gets you in a fight (and Walsh 
knows from experience because 
he made crash landings into the 
sea on two occasions after his 
plane had been hit.) 

“The Jap will kill you anyway 
he can, in a parachute, in the 
water.” But: 

“Our feelings now are quite 
mutual; they started it and we'll 
finish it.” 


New Grumman Hellcat 


In 400-an-Hour Class 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—(#)— 
The Navy’s new Grumman Hell- 
cat fighter plane “is in the 400- 
mile-an-hour speed class” and has 
a range of more than 1,500 miles. 

Supplying this description of its 
new battle-tested speedster today, 
the Navy said its range makes the 
Hellcat, along with the Vought- 
Corsair, one of the farthest-travel- 
ing fighters in the service.

Herty Fund Ends Year 
With $3,809 Surplus 


The Herty Foundation ended 
the fiscal year with a cash surplus 
of $3,809 after spending a total 
of $25,134 for laboratory research 
and woodland division work seek- 
ing to devise methods to improve 
products manufactured from wood 
pulp and to create new uses for it. 

Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr. made 
public a report yesterday dealing 
with operations of the foundation 
for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1943. The foundation spent 
$21,311 for laboratory research, It 
spent $3,823 for the woodland di- 
vision, a new activity for this pe- 
riod which has been discontinued. 
The expenditures exceeded in- 
come by $209.47, thereby reduc- 
ing the cash balance of $4,019 on 
hand at the beginning of the fiscal 
year to $3,809 at the end of the 
year. 

The auditor reported a $522 cash 
surplus for the department of 
mines, mining and geology at the 
end of the fiscal year. 

Of the expenditures during the 
year, the department used $23,670 
for mines, mining and _ geology:
